THE DUCKS OF DUBLIN. 
(By W. M. LETTS) 


Is some poem by Robert Louis Stevenson 
$ there is a couplet which haunts my 
imperfect memory. Surely, it runs thus: 
“The work! is so full of a number of things 
I think we should all be as happy as kings.” 
As one grows older the irony of the 
lines becomes all too apparent. Things 
do not make us happy, and kings have 
less excuse than most for happiness in 
their responsible lives. Yet, take if 
another way—by small things even kings 
may tind a modified happiness, and we, 
too, making the best of these Jittle things 
which crowd the world, may attain to the 
Same temperate joy. While we say that 
“things’’ do not really make happiness, 
we must admit that every day has 
wenerally been brightened by some smal! 
incident, and that the perception of 
pleasure in trivial events may enrich life 
greatly. Looking back at a holiday, how 
often we find that the smaller things have 
impressed us more than the big—that we 
remember the wild flower on the mountain 
better than the mountain itself, and have, 
perhaps, observed a butterfy more than 
the sky above it. To recall some such 
small happenings may remind someone of 
his own store of little memories. 


SAINT DABEOC’S HEATH. 


The first sight of a wild flower. new to 


must be a memorable joy, if 
can remember a dozen 
such experiences, while Jarge memories 
have grown dim. There was my first 
acquaintance with a soldanella—that was 
at San Moritz—and Centiana verna on 
the Albula Pass. Here in Ireland, the 
fivst day that I saw the great Butterwort 
(pinguicula grandiflora ) in its purple 
loveliness on the moist hillsides of Kerry 
in spring-time was a great day. On 
another May day, at Derrynane by the 
sen, some one brought me simethis bicolor, 
whose rarity makes it dear, It was 
lovely to see it—but still [ bad not found 
it, 

So better I remember a day oí finding 
fhis summer. We had come near the ene 
ot a long periect day and a perfect drive. 
We had leit Dugort in Achill that movn- 
ing, and driven by Mallarannyv to West- 
port, and from Westport to Louisburg. 
From Louisburg the road ic Leenane is 
lavisn in beauty. One feels too small a 
thing to bevencompassed by such «lorv of 
mountains and bog, and lake and sky. On 
a fine day it is beauty for the immortals. 
We had come by Dulough Pass and 
Delphi to Leenane. That was splendour 
enouch for any day; but the June 
evening was sunny, and we pressed on 
through Kylemore and _ Letterfrack to 
‘lilden. At Clifden the sun was only 
beginning to set; so it seemed wise to 
drive through the glory of it towards 
Maam Cross, our goal jor the night. 

We leit the car to take our roadside 
supper and to watch the sunset behind 
the Twelve Pins. It was then that I 
saw Saint Dabeoc’s heath for the first 
time. In memory that moment seems to 
hold all the joy of that long, perfect day. 
The large-flowered heath was there by the 
wayside for anyone to gather. Its colour 
seemed to belong to the mountains, now 
pink-purple with sunset. The lakes were 
vpals, the skv above the Pins was pearl- 
flecked by fleeces of gold cloud. This was 
(Connemara and this Saint Dabeoc’s heath. 


GOLDFINCHES ON THE WING. 


Another little memorv belongs to these 
days in the West. We were driving 
through the Joyce country among enfold- 
ing mountains, and through valleys that 
were illumined emerald when the sun 
shone. We hated to turn away from the 
mountain road and drive towards Cong 
and the flatter lands that we must see that 
night if Dublin were to be dutifully 
reached next day. I was just thinking 
that I had never seen such bright, pink 
ilog-roses on any hedge in England or in 
Ireland, when, against the blue of a noon- 
day June sky, Í saw a pair of goldfinches 
fluttering tegether. They seemed to flash 
and tumble in the sunshine, full of life, 
and exquisite in their grace and free-born 
happiness. I had never seen a wild gold- 
finch before. Often I have watched them 
hopping in the dreary prison cell of a 
tiny cage; but here were goldfinches as 
their Creator, meant them to be, and the 
moment of Seeing them remains like a 
jewel in my keeping. 

There is a joy of seeing apart from the 
vest of collecting. I remember the only 
time that I saw a Comma butterfly, and 
another day made memorable by a silver- 
washed fritillary. I had no net or collect- 
ing box, but them

November to March. When a cutting 


wind drives the rain into one’s face it is 
easy to think Dublin a gloomy city, given 
over to shoeless children and infirm 
beggars, who sing by the pavement. 
There are the moments when questions 
teo hard to answer heckle one’s mind. 
When that happens, look downwards, 
even though it be contrary to all advice. 
Look down at every area you pass, and 
vou will believe that the spirit of man is 
immortal, because ugliness cannot baffle 
it, and it seeks beauty in an area. Do 
you know anything so gallant and hopeful 
as the little area-gardens Dublin? 
There is one in Upper Fitzwilliam street 
which has been a joy to pass, all through 
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the summer. It held its own till late 
autumn. with splendid Michaelmas 
daisies and lemon-coloured nasturtiums 


climbing to the window on the ground 
level. One need never despair when 
people beautify their areas; so, look 
downwards as you walk.

: Recreation in Belfast 


Lord Castlemaine for Egypt. 


Lord Castlemaine, who, with Lady 
Castlemaine, will leave Langham House, 
his residence in Surrey, for Cairo, has 
been His Majesty’s Lieutenant for County 
Westmeath for nearly thirty years. 

He was born in 1863, and succeeded his 
father, the fourth Baron, in 1892. Lady 
Castlemaine is the daughter of the late 
Colonel J. T. Barington, of Chariton, 
Kent. The heir to the title is his lord- 
ship’s brother, the Hon. Robert Arthur 
Handcock, who is his junior by one year. 

Lord Castlemaine, who is‘ a B.A. of 
Oxford, held a commission in the 4th 
Royal Irish Fusiliers from 1884 to 1891. 
He is a Representative Peer for Ireland, 
and owns about 12,000 acres. 

Lord Castlemaine, whose Irish home is 
at the Hare Island, Athlone, is a Knight 
of Grace of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem. He is fond of yachting, and 
is a member of the Royal Yacht Squadron 
and also of the Kildare Street Club at 
Dublin. The Hon. Robert Handcock live 
at Garnafaitagh. 


Al Belfast Recreation Scheme. 


Mr. J. H. Norritt, the Secretary of the 
Harland and Wolff Recreation and 
Athletic Association, has sent me the 
handbook of that body for 1929. This 
wonderful welfare scheme is connected 
with the Queen’s Island shipyards, Bel- 
fast, and is one of the most successful 
ventures of the kind that has come to my 


notice. In addition to numerous associa- 
tion and Rugby football grounds, the 
association has a commodious pavilion, 
containitig dance hall, billiard room, 
buffet, etc., tennis courts, bowling green 
and cricket ground. Mr. Norritt, in 


whom the organisation of the scheme is. 
centred, has been a prominent figure in 
juvenile movements for many years. He 
was largely instrumental in building up 
the Belfast Boy Scout Association between 
1910 and 1920, and old members of his 
once famous 17th ‘Troop communicate 
regularly with him from all parts of the 
world. Mr. Norritt has also been identi- 
fed with the British Empire Union. 


Games and Clothes. 


It appears that to be really “ chic ” on 
an American golf course it is necessary 
nowadays to be clad in Scots’ clothes. 
Someone has made a great discovery, and 
announced that golf is really a Scottish 
game, and, in consequence, Scottish 
hosiery and tweed makers are doing excel- 
lent business in catering for American 
golfers who desire to be fashionable. The 
‘*Fairisle’’ pullover, in brilliant colours, 
with stockings to match, and a “plus- 
Íonr ” suit made from Scots’ tweed, are 
having a popularity such as they had a 
few years ago in these islands. 

There seems to be no reason why our 
hosiery and tweed manufacturers should 
not make a great effort to secure a share 
of this trade. It is probable that the 
knitted wear of Donegal, and the home- 
spum tweeds which are still made in 
several counties, would command as ready 
a sale as the Scottish products if they were 
placed upon the American market in the 
same way. The market should be studied 
carefully, and the materials most in de- 
mand should be shipped while the boom 
lasts.’ It is always something of a mystery 
why Irish tweeds and knitted goods have 
not a much greater market in the States 
than they have; that they are excellent 
for sporting purposes ean be testified 
irom many sources. 

One person in Ireland who is making a 
bold effort to get into this market is Mr. 
Frank J. Hugh O'Donnell, known as the 
author of a couple of plays which have 
been staged at the Abbey Theatre and at 
the “O ” Theatre in London. He has 
studied the American market on the spot, 
and has shipped several consignments, 
which met. with ready acceptance. 
Another market he is cultivating is the 
Italian, where, he says, Irish textiles have 
a great reputation. If the United States 
were well worked, Irish woollen goods 
exports should increase beyond anything 
even dreamed of to-day. 


Dungannon's Golf President. 


The Right Hon. the Earl of Ranfurly, 
who has been elected President of the 
Dungannon Golf Club for the next twelve 
months, is one of the most popular of the 
Trish peers, and the club is fortunate in 
having him as its head. The Earl, who is 
iv now 72 years of age,

When people acquire the habit of doin 
things according to the reddest of vel 
tape, some funny things happen. An 
amusing illustration of this is given by 
Mr. Alexander Wicksteed, son of the late 
Rev. Philip Henry Wicksteed, the Dante 
scholar and well-known University exten- 
sion lecturer and political economist. 

Mr. A. Wicksteed has been teaching 
English in Soviet colleges in Moscow for 
the last five years, and he tells the story 
in a book he has just written on his 
Russian experiences. 

It seems that when you do anything in 
Russia that brings you in any way in 
contact with the Government, you nearly 
always have to have a certificate from 
what is called your House Committee, a 
body whose primary job is to look after 
you wherever you may happen to live or 
lodge.

fhe raising of the municipal status of 
Coleraine to that of a borough, with Mayor 
and Corporation, reported in Wednesday's 
Irish Times, may well be regarded as the 
restoration of an ancient dignity to the 
thriving town near the mouth of the River 
Bann. 

The old Borough of Coleraine was one 
of those erected during the Plantation of 
Ulster in the reign of James I. early in 
the seventeenth century. Derry was 
another. Indeed, at that time the county 
took its name from Coleraine, and it was 
particularly rich in natural wealth. 


Agreement between the Crown and the 
City of London resulted in the plantation 
of the county by a new Corporation, ‘ The 
Society of the Governor and Assistants, 
London, of the New Plantation of Ulster.” 
This is the Honourable the Irish Society, 
which is to present to the new borough 
a Mayoral chain of office to replace the 
old one, which has been lost. Most of the 
lands confiscated in the county were 
divided up among twelve of the London 
companies, including the Goldsmiths, 
the Fishmongers, the Skinners and the 
Drapers. Derry and Coleraine, with 
certain adjoining lands, were reserved for 
the Society. Three thousand acres, on 
which a hundred houses were to be built 
as a start, went with Coleraine. It is 
from this period that the name London- 
derry dates. 

Under. James J. two Charters were 
granted to Coleraine, and they were more 
favourable to the citizens than the 
Charters of most of the Ulster boroughs 
created at the same time. The second pro- 
vided “that all inhabitants of the afore- 
said town of Coleraine, and all inhabitants 
within the jurisdiction and libertv of the 
same town of Coleraine. and their 
successors henceforth for ever.” should 
constitute a body corporate “by the name 
of the Mayor and Aldermen and Burgesses 
of the Town of Coleraine, within the 
Province of Ulster, in the Kingdom of 


Ireland.”

HOW THEY HAVE BEEN 
REVEALED.

a Se would be easier,’’ Disraeli once 
declared in the House cf Commons, 
“ for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for prying eyes to penetrate 
the arcana in which State secrets are 
hidden.” Yet Disraeli ought to have 
known, even without the incredulous 
laughter that greeted his statement, that 
he was talking nonsense. 

Of course, State secrets, like murder, 
“will out,” in spite of every precaution to 
guard them. It always has been so: and, 
although the leakage was never less than 
in our time, it probably always will be so, 
so long as man is human—and curious. 

In the old days the practice of stealing 
Siate secrets was much commoner and 
easier than to-day. A century ago, it is 
said, more than one of the men who used 
to sweep out the House of Commons made 
a snug nest-egg by collecting the torn 
scraps of paper that littered the floor near 
the Treasury Bench, and giving them to 
enterprising journalists. By the piecing 
of the fragments together many a 
valuable item of information was found 
and duly made public. 

Even locked drawers and double doors 
are not proof against the determined 
secret-hunter. Once, at least, a journalist 
found his way into the Home Secretary’s 
sanctuary, picked a lock, and pulled out 
a “plam” in the shape of a State 
document of the highest secrecy and value, 
which he promptly put into the hands 
of his editor in exchange for a substantial 
sum. Not many years ago a copying- 
clerk at the Foreign Office took a copy 
of a very important memorandum on 
negotdations with Russia, which came 
inte his hands, and sold it for a large 
eum to a leading newspaper. 


TOLD IN “THE TIMES.”’ 


Cabinet Ministers themselves lave not 
always been safe guardians of their own 
secrets. When William IV., in 1834, 
‘* unceremoniously kicked out’’ Melbourne 
aud his Cabinet, the fact was kept a 
profound secret until Brougham chanced 
the Prime Minister, his 


to call on on 

way home from dinner, and Melbourne 
told him the news in the greatest 
confidence. No sooner had Brougham 


said ‘‘ good-bye’’ to Melbourne than off 
he went, straight to The Times office, and, 
for some inscrutable reason, told the 
whole story, which was made public next 
day. 

Twelve jears later, when Sir Robert 
Peel’s Administration decided to bring in 
a Bill for the repeal of the Corn Laws, 
in spite of the Premier’s declaration only 
n few weeks earlier that he would stick 
fast by them, it was said that Sidney 
Herbert went straight to dine with Mrs. 
Norton, a beautiful society hostess, and 
allowed the secret to be wheedled out of 
him. As soon as her last guest had left, 
so the story ran, Mrs. Norton drove post- 
haste to The Times office and imparted 
her precious news to the editor in 
exchange for a cheque for £ As a 
matter of fact. however, it was Lord 
Aberdeen, the Foreign Secretary, who 
‘‘let the cat out of the bag’’ within a 
few hours of the Cabinet’s decision, by 
taking the news to The Times editor 
himself. 

There is no doubt, however, that Mrs. 
Norton and many another society woman 
have exercised their charms and fascina- 
tions in the discovery of Cabinet secrets, 
and have made substantial additions to 
their pin-money by the process. 


THE TELL-TALE PAD. 


So varied are the ways in which these 
secrets may leak out that the wonder is 
that they contrive to conceal themselves 
so well. Carelessness on the part of 
Ministers has been responsible for many 
a leakage, as when Mr. Charles Herries 
left on his library table a list of the new 
Calnnet, of which ne was te be a member. 


nis absence, saw the list, made a copy of 
it, ard handed it to the JMJernir, 
Chronicle’s editor. 

In another case an 
document was found 
coat pocket by his valet, and 
appropriated; and in still another 
memorable case the impress of a high 


important State 
in a Minister’s 


official’s letter on a hotel blotting-pad 
revealed a secret which caused great 
consternation, and led to its writers 


withdrawal from public life. Nowadays, 
since 1889, the divulging of State secrets

provides exemplary punishment. 

So far as the printing of important 
State documents goes, nothing could 


exceed the care with which their contents 
are guarded. In the Foreign Office the 
printing is done exclusively by an old 
and trusted compositor in a private and 
carefully-guarded room. When. it is 
necessary to give the work to one of His 
Majesty’s printers, as in the case of a 
draft of a long bill, the copy is given in 
minute sections, not exceeding three lines 
of type, to a large number of compositors. 
The arrangement of these sections im 
proper order is the duty of a highly re- 
sponsible and trustworthy everseer, who 
alone knows the contents of the bill. As 
soon as the necessary proofs are printed 
the type is broken up and distributed.

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Development of Cork Harbour: Poor Law 


Relief Administration : Plight of West Cork 
Farmers : Limerick Dock Extension.

The administration of poor law relief 
is a very controversial subject throughout 
the whole of the Free State, and parti- 
cularly in the County Cork, where the 
opinion prevails in certain quarters that 
every area should be chargeable to itself 
and a central hospital established and 
paid for on capitation basis. This, in 
effect, was the recommendation of the 
County Council on the report from the 
Poor Law Commission, and that view has 
now been supported by the South County 
Cork Board of Assistance. 

One member described it as a great 
injustice to the ratepayers of the county 
to compel them to contribute the sum of 
£7,000 to the City of Cork; but the 
Borough Commissioner (Mr. P. Monahan) 
points out that his area can hit back by 
excluding persons resident in the county 
from such privileges as they enjoy at 
present at the Cork Technical Schools and 
Public Library. Despite all this, how- 
ever, it is gratifying to find even a slight 
decrease of 4d. in the £ upon the rate 
required in the estimate of last year. 

It may be suggested that the decrease is 
due to the increased valuation of the area, 
which is now £769,103—and incidentally, 
with the exception of Dublin, the highest 
valuation of any poor law area in the 
Free State. Nevertheless, the rate of 
2s. 113d. in the £ is only 3d. higher than 
in 1898, a satisfactory feature of the 
estimate in view of the great increases In 
prices, wages and salaries. 


BEREHAVEN CATTLE BREEDERS. 


Further inquiries into the position of 
the farmers in the Castletown Berehaven 
district of West Cork show that the state- 
ments as to their difficulty in disposing 
of their cattle, even at unremunerative 
prices, have not been exaggerated. There 
is evidence, however, that some effort is 
being made to ameliorate the conditions 
under which they labour, and inquiries 
have come from all over Ireland for par-

ticulars regarding the dates of local fairs, 
etc. The members of the County Cork 


Committee of Agriculture, seme of whom 
have visited the area, discussed the matter 
at their meeting yesterday, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted calling on the authori- 
ties to withdraw the restrictions imposed 
on the district under the Live-Stock Act. 
As was pointed out in this column last 
week, the Berehaven area has been 
scheduled as a district in which non- 
pedigree cattle, other than the Kerry 
breed, may not be kept, and Mr. E. J. 
Cussen, the Secretary of the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union, confirms the opinion of 
the memberss of the trade that this condi- 
tion operates adversely against tii 
farmers. Mr. Cussen told me yesterday 
that there was only a meagre demand for 
Kerry cattle, which were unsuitable as 
stores, and he added that there was no 
reason why good class shorthorns. could 


not be bred there. 
THE BILBAO DRAINAGE SCHEME. 


The danger of extinction of the village 
of Cappamore owing to the periodic over- 
flow of the Bilbao River was pointed out 
by Mr. G. C. Bennett, T.D., at the recent 
meeting of the Limerick County Council 
Finance Committee. Large areas for a 
distance of ten miles along the river are 
annually submerged, and extensfve damage 
is caused to valuable pasturage. To assist 
those farmers whose lands were inundated 
annually, Mr. Bennett urged the Council 


- 


to make a definite proposal íor their 
relieí, stating what amount they were 
prepared to expend in order that the work 
might be undertaken at the earliest 
possible moment. 

“I am aware,” he gaid, “that the 
Government is prepared to vive a Jiberal 
grant towards the cost of the scheme, 
which it computes will run into £20,000, 
and I believe from the knowledge in my 
possession that they are prepared to bear 
50 per cent. of the outlay, but it wil! be 
contingent on the County Council’s finding 
the balance of the money.’’ Mr. Bennet; 
declares that thé position is one 
cannot brook delay, and if the Counei! 
refused, or hesitated to act, there was a 
ossibility that the County Board of 
Frealth would be compelled to take 
measures to relieve the people from the

suffering and hardship caused by the 
flooding.

HARBOUR BOARD'S HARMONY. 


Following the stormy debates at the 
meetings of the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners during the past few months, last 
Wednesday’s meeting provided a peaceful 
interlude when the contentious subject of 
the legality of the appointment of a 
temporary clerk was submitted for arbitra- 
tion to Mr. John J. Horgan. It is to he 
hoped that all further unpleasantness will 
be avoided as a result of this offer of Mr. 
Frank J. Daly, particularly in view of 
the important plans for the development 
of the harbour, which were announced in 
the Jrish Times last Tuesday. The 
removal of the Turbot Sand Bank at the 
entrance to the port is a step of great 
importance. 

Mr. Richard Wallace, the Chairman of 
the Board, tells me that this work will he 
carried out by the suction plant acquired 
some years ago, when this scheme, which 
had been commenced, was abandoned. The 
material comprising the Turbot Bank is, 
by a singular coincidence, exactly what is 
required for the construction of the pro 
posed road in connection with the Tivol! 
reclamation scheme, so that these two 
projects can be carried out at the same 


time. 


LIMERICK DOCK IMPROVEMENT. 


It is hoped that the recommendations 
of the committee appointed by the 
Limerick Harbour Commissioners to 
inquire into the question of the proposed 
dock extension, with the construction of a 
link line of railway between the docks and 
the Great Southern system, will lead to 
unanimity on this question, and provide 
the means for a scheme for the fuller 
development of the trade of Limerick and 
the commercial prosperity of the city. 

Difficulties have been met with 
regard to the route of the proposed rail- 
way, of which a survey had now been 
made, but it is believed that these will be 
overcome. It may be recalled that this 
important project was rejected by the 
Ministry in Dublin last year on the 
ground that the financial resources of the 
Board were not sufficient for the require- 
ments; but theopinion prevails that some 
scheme can be formulated whereby this 
objection msy be overruled.

"“ ANNA CHRISTIE ' AT 


PEACOCK THEATRE. 


The hopes raised by the splendid produc- 
tion oí “ Peer Gynt’’ were more than realised 
last Saturday evening wher. the Dublin Gate 
Theatre studio presented Eugene O'Neill's 
“ Anna Christie’’ for the first time in Dublin 
at the Peacock Theatre. 

It may be said at once that the production 
was a success in every way, and that it more 
than atones for the lapse of Mr. Edwards 
last week. Indeed, in staging, acting and 
general team work the production was one of 
the best seen in Dublin for a long time. 
Always it was certain that Mr. Edwards and 
his company could reach a very high standard. 
In “ Anna Christie”’ the company reach thai 
standard: the last production of Mr. Edwards’ 
first series of plays is a very fine play 
splendidly presented. 

“Anna Christie”’’ is very nearly a master- 
-piece—that is to say, that it is already three- 
fourths a masterpiece. The first three acts 
are as true to life and as competently con- 
structed as a great dramatist could make 
them, but the fourth act is something of* an 
anti-climax, suggesting that it was inserted 
solely that American audiences should have 
the happy ending which they are said to 
crave in the theatre. 

For fifteen years Chris has not seen his 
daughter, who had lived from the age oi 
five years with cousins on a farm in Minne- 
sota. Her father had been a “bo’sun” 
sailing the world, seeing his wife only at 
long intervals, and his daughter not at all 
since he brought her to America after her 
mother’s death.

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FORTY-FIVE YEARS’ iRISH 
RAINFALL STATISTICS. 


Mr. H. N. Walsh, Professor of Civil Engis 
neering in University College, Cork, in com- 
pliance with Mr. Chavassé’s recent request 
for data of daily rainfalls exceeding one inch, 
sends us data extracted from the rainfall 
records kept at University College, Cork, 
during the forty-five years 1884-1928, inclu- 
sive. 

The total number of days for every month 
on which the day’s rainfall exceeded one inch 
during the forty-five years was :—January, 
20; February, 11; March, 9; April, 12; May, 
8; June, 10; July, 8; August, 15; September, 
4, October, 23; November, 17; December, 


During the forty-five years the rainfall ex- 
ceeded one inch = 181 days. 

While daily rainfalls exceeding one inch 
have occurred here more frequently in June 
than in either May or July, June is actually 
the driest month of the year. December is 
the wettest month. 

The rainfall at University College, Cork, 
in 1928 was 55.66 ins., the greatest annual 
rainfall so far recorded there. 

A rain gauge has been kept for Professor 
Walsh for a few years past at the base of 


Kinkeen Mountain, near Kilgarvan, (Co. 
Kerry, by Mr. D. O'Donovan. The rainfall 
there in 1928 was 148.65 inches.

ON MOTOR CARS. 


STATE.

An amendment of the present regula- 
tions regarding the preferential rates of 
Customs duties on motor cars manu- 
factured in the British Empire, has been 
made by Mr. McGilligan, Free State 
Minister of Industry and Cotumerce. 
It was provided by the Finance Act of 
1919, that, for the purposes of imperial 
preference, goods should not be deemed to 
have been manufactured in the Britisb 
Empire unless 25. per cent. of their value 
was the result of labour within the British 
Empire. So small a proportion of the 
value, however, gives room apparently for 
evasion of the regulation, since, for 
exainple, a foreign manufactured motor 
chassis could be brought within the 
definition of the Act by equipping it with. 
say, an expensive British manufactured 
dynamo. 7 
It is ‘how prescribed by © Mr. 
McGilligan that from 1st February next 
‘‘motor cars constructed and adapted for 
use and intended to be used solely as motor 
omnibuses or in connection. with the con- 
veyance of goods or burden. in. the course 
of trade or husbandry’’ will not be 
deemed to have been manufactured in the 
British Empire, and consequently . not 
entitled to the imperial preference rates of 
duty, unless fifty per cent. of their value 
is tlie result of labour within the Enipire.

THE GROWERS’ ATTITUDE. 


Mr. Fahy. Secretary of the Trish Suy»r- 
Beet Growers’ Association, in an inter 
view with the Trish Times Agricultural 
Correspondent, contested some of the stute- 
ments made on behalf of the Irish Sugar 
Manufacturing Company. 

‘Tt is stated,” he said, “that the price 
of beet should be reduced sufficiently te. 
cover the total fall in the subsidy and the 
price of sugar, and that merely to avonl a 
cessation of beet-growing the company wil! 
pay half the total reduction, or 10s. per 
ton less for beet. 

‘This argument presumes that 
price of beet in the first three years bears 
some fundamental relation te the subsidy, 
plus the price of sugar then prevailiny. 
As a matter of fact, 54%. per ton was the 
lowest price at which English. beet-growers 
would produce beet, and, if that price was 
reasonable for the last three vears, it must 
be reasonable in tie future. 

“Unless the factory can that 
vevowers are making excessive profits, or 
that something has occurred to reduce the 
cost of growing beet, they cannot reason- 
ably offer a lower price. Jt is known that 
nothing has occurred in this direction, bu! 
it is expected that with the huge profits 
which the company have made they should 
pe able to: bear practically all the 
reduction. : 


UNFOUNDED STATEMENTS. 
‘The company’s statements that thie 
average suyar content is 17.1 per cent., 
and the average yield 93 tons per acre, 
are not correct. As a matter of fact, 
the actual returns will probably show an 
average yield of 8; tons per acre, with a 
sugar content of barely 17 per cent. On 
this basis the veturn wer acre would be 
£19.- which is below the average cost ol 
production. 

“The question is, can the factory show 
that, by buyirg beet at a price affordiny 
a reasonable profit to the grower, their 
operations would result in « loss to thet. 
ór even in a profit that could be considered 
unreasonably low? 

“A. striking comparison 
countries, which the confpany 
of consideration, is the fact that they will 
receive a subsidy next vear of £22 10s.

DOCTRINE ON CAPITAL 
AND LABOUR, 


— ->—_———_— 
LECTURE BY THE REV. OWEN 
DUDLEY. 
‘‘The Money God and the Labour Man” 
was the title of a lecture delivered by the 
Rev. Owen F. Dudley to an audience in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, under the aus;ices of 
the League of the Kingship of Christ (An 
Rioghacht). The Chairman of the Free State 
Senate (Mr. T. Westropp Bennett) presided. 
Father Dudley said that the problem of 
Capital and Labour was unquestionably one 
of the biggest problems before them in the 
social world of to-day, and the thing that 
struck one more and more every day was the 
utter hopelessness of trying to find a solution 
of the problem without a fixed standard of 
moral law. The Catholic Church alone pos- 
sessed the solution, and in the light of her 
fixed code of moral law he proceeded to 
examine the problem of Capital and Labour. 
He said that the modern capitalist had no 
right to a power which dominated the w hole 
machinery of econom‘« and social life when 
that power could only be gained at the 
expense of the common good of the people 
The Catholic Church did not condemn 
capitalism as such, but it did condemn the 
capitalism of the few; it condemned the 
concentration of enormous power and enor- 
mous fortunes in the hands of the few. 
Private property and private ownership were 
natural rights, but those natural rights had 
heen grossly abused under the modern system. 
Those abuses must be corrected, and that 
could be done by extending and increasing 
private ownership for the many and not for 
the few. Wealth and power must be dis 
tributed and not concentrated. I» the light 
of the clear teaching of the Catholic Church 
it was unquestionably an evil and a sin for a 
man to accumulate surplus wealth for his 
own personal gain and his own selfish ends. 
Surplus wealth belonged to the people, and 
should be given to the people. | 
Turning to the question of Labour, he said 
that everywhere they saw unrest, discontent, 
strikes, and very oiten righteous anger. The 
Catholic Church had enormous sympathy for 
the labour man, and she and she alone could 
uplift the labour man, give him his rights, 
and set him free. When the Catholic Church 
was a power in the State before the so-called 
Reformation her power and _ independence 
were the guarantee of the labour man a pro- 
tection. It was the Church which iastituted 
the guilds for the mutual benefit of masters 
and men. She Jooked after the labour man 
for the love of God, and that was not like 
State charity. 

The labour man was to-day straggling 
blindly after what he knew to be his rights, 
and he was in danger of attaching himself to 
the dangers of Socialism. Very few knew 
what were the tenets of socialistic teaching. 
Thé Catholic Church said that if it was for 
the common good of the people there 
was no reason why the State should 
not own mines, railways, and  indus- 
tries; but it parted company with 
Communists when they demanded public 
ownership of these industries and the distri- 
bution of all capital. If they were really to 
run a Communistic State—and they failed in 
Russia—it would mean the State intruding 
into every single department of private life; 
it would kill enterprise, and there would be 
no stimulus. Everything would be ladled out, 
and it would be “like the Zoo at feeding 
time "—it would mean a servile State and 
slavery of the people. Communists said that 
the early Christians practised Communism, 
but his reply to the criticism was that that 
form of Communism was voluntary, and that 
made all the difference. Even then it proved 
to be impracticable, and had to be civen up 
as the community grew. 

Labour had the right te agitate for a living 
wage, amd for the abolition of those huge 
monopolies which were the cause of endless 
injury to Jabour itself, and for the spreading 
by State law of wealth and power, taking 
from the few and putting it into the hands 
of the many. He believed. himself—although 
he had ne theological authoritv for it—that 
labour had an absolute right to agitate for 
conscription by the State of all surplus 
wealth, especially the surplus wealth of those 
social parasites, the idle rich. If the State 


script the lesser thing—surplus wealth—for 
| the common good of the people. (Applause.) 
Surplus wealth belonged to the people. 

Mr. H. T. Gallagher, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said tliat there was 
nothing in the Free State to distinguish it 
from their Calvinistic neighbours, If they 
went into the Senate, or Dail, or market 
place, they would find nothing to show that 
theirs was a Catholic State. The conditions 
would lead one to believe that they were liv- 
ing in a pagan country. Dublin City sup- 
ported many berevolent:and charitable insti- 
tutions, but let it be suggested that even one- 
third of the amount given in charity be 
levied in income tax to build houses for 
the poor, and the smiles would be replaced 
by snarls. Children were being prosecuted 
for kicking football] in the streets for want of 
playgrounds, and the reason there were no 
playgrounds was that the Money God 
thought that a halfpenny or a penny in the 
pound was too much to pay for the provision 
of open playing grounds for future citizens. 

Mr. 8. Brady, T.D., seconding the vote of 
thanks, said that poverty existed throughout 
the country, and if the people had not re- 
volted against Church and State, and gone 
over to the Bolshevists it was because they 
were solidly Catholic. The Bolshevist leaders 
were endeavouring to take advantage of this 
condition of affairs, and he understood that 
a number of young men had been sent out 
to Russia to learn the new creed. He would 
like to tell them that on their return thev 
would find that there was a more ancient 
creed here, that the Irish Catholics had a 
tradition behind them, and if they only fel- 
lowed that tradition they would get a more 
permanent solution than would ever come 
from Russia. 

The vote of thanks was passed with accla- 
mation, and the proceedings terminated
